grand jury bearing on the killing 
of Ed Mills by Floyd Woodward 
about two years ago, and tending to 
show that the shooting was the re- 
sult of a dispute over the division 
of monéy gained by gambling op- 
erations. 

Of these fifteen names, two al- 
ready have been mentioned—Wood- 
ward and Mills. At the hotel re- 
ferred to they were roommates. 
When they moved,-.they separated, 
and it was about three weeks after 


this change of residence that the 


killing occurred. 

There were twelve or thirteen 
more. Of this number four or five 
were women. Two were wives of 
members of th@ alleged “gang.” Two 
roomed togethed and were either 
«single or their hushands were ab- 
sent, 

For the reason that the grand jury 
investigation is still proceeding, 
tne names in the party are not 
mentioned for the present. They 
functioned, it ts eaid, after the 
manner of the traditional “gang.” 
They had a leader-—ea tail, black- 
haired, rather good-looking mah ‘of 
middle age, or possibly a little 
younger, with a close-cut black

“Last winter a visitor to Atlanta 
came to my hotel looking for two 
men, He said they had trimmed 
him out of $20,000 in a gambling 
stunt, He did not go into detail, 
and I never heard anything more 
about it. But this would indicate 
that at least three gangs had been 
working in Atlanta within two 
years. Maybe there were more. 

“These men are always well sup- 
plied with money. Take the ‘gang’ 
with which Mills and Woodward 
was connected. I was talking with 
Mills one day and he told me that 
the leader of his crowd had at that 
time one hundred $1,000 bills on his 
person and he hrought me five one 
thousand dollar bills to show me, 
that at least a part of the state- 
ment was so. And one day I was 
making a deposit for the bank, and 
there waiting his turn stood what 
was known as the ‘paymaster’ with 
a great big sack, jammed to capac- 
ity, just filled with money.” 

Will Hold Grand Jury. 


So startling have been the revel- 
ations as to the extent of organ- 
ized gambling and swindling opera- 
t:ons in Atlanta produced before the 
present grand jury of Fulton county 
and so important are the disclo- 
sures, to which it is believed these 
revelations will lead, that Solicitor 
General John A. Boykin is ready to 
hold the present grand jury in 
practically continuous session until 
it is relieved by the new grand 
jury during the first week of the 
new year. 

No prospects of an early adjourn- 
ment or of even a recess for holiday 
week were indicated by the solicitor 
general Saturday. On the _ other 
hand, he clearly intimated that as 
| the disclosures develoved the grand 
| jury would be ready to receive them 


_|at any time. 


This doesn’t mean that the grand 
jurors will be in continuous session. 
According to present plans it is the 
object of Mr. Boykin to have them 
meet for a few hours several days 
of each week, as the importance of 
the evidence to be presented war- 
rants. 

Depth to which the Boykin  in- 
quiry is reaching was indicated by 
the activities of his office Satur- 
day. The grand jury was not in 
session, but the solicitor general 
was closeted practically all day, 
working on various leads given hiin 
by the week’s inquiry. 


Work Continues Today. 


Work will not even halt for Sun- 
day. Mr. Boykin will be in his of- 
fices all day, busy with evidence in 
the gambling probe. It is under- 
stood that this evidence is largely 
documentary in character. 

The grand fury will reconvene 
Tuesday morning. By that time it 
is expectedi that there will be an 
abundance of new information to 
work on. The solicitor general's 
mail grows heavier each day the 
gambling probe lasts and a great 
part of this mail furnishes either di- 
rect or collateral evidence believed 
of value in the investigation. 

Some of the information is anony- 
mously given, but all of it is re- 
ceiving the most careful investiga- 
tion by Mr. Boykin and his opera- 
tives. 

While the grand jury is in session 
this week, superior court is plan- 
ning to speed up to clear the dock- 
| ets for the cases that are to come. 
With this idea in view two sessions 
of court will be held each dav. 
Among the cases to be heard. it is 
understood, will be a number 
against Atlantans, supposed to be 
cennected with the sporting frater- 
nity, who were recently indicted as 
vagrants. 

Another case, likely to be tried 
during the week, is that charging 
larceny after trust against Abe 
Powers in connection with the al- 
leged fleecing by a _ wire-tapping 
swindle of N. L. Davis, of Terre 
Haute, Ind., who appeared as a 
witness against him in the (first 
wire-tapping case in which Powers 
was sentenced to serve five years. 
His wife, indicted on a charge of 
vagrancy, is likely to be tried about 
the same time.

High-priced commodities that are 
dot worth the prices at which they 
are quoted are sold because there is 
a demand for them. The grocer must 
handle them because his trade insists 
on having them. The grocer is not 
to blame.

This 
will have a tendency to whip. up 
production of goods of sound merit 
and fair prices—at the same time 
discouraging the manufacture, sale 
and use of products that represent 
extravagance and waste. 


There should be no mistake about 
this matter of economy. The house- 
wife who boils “potatoes with jack- 
ets” to prevent waste of peelings— 
who saves her left-over coffee—can, 
' am sure, defeat her splendid inten- 
‘ions many times over by unwise buy- 
ing. Proper selection of foods is 
the first step towards reduction of 
food prices. 


I am positive that the important 
things for the housewife to remem- 
er, practice and preach are, “don't 
uy food products that can be du- 
plicated at a saving of cash and a 
gain in quality; investigate the food 
value of an article; don’t accept high 
prices as final proof of high qwulity; 
do not accuse the dealer of holding 
up prices when you deliberately per- 
sist in buying goods for which he

Few Owners Driving Horses 


In. Circuit Races of Late: 


Before the autos forced the trot- 
ters off the roads it was an ordi- 
‘nary occurrence for an owner to 
,appear in races behind his horses 
and frequently campaign thém for 
several seasons. At that time the 
majority of the horses were kept 
‘in the. home stables and driven on 
the road except during the racing 
season. A few owners aiso bredana 
‘developed their racing material, 
‘while others purchased it after it

“There is much talk in Germany 
about trading potash for cotton, 
meat and copper from America.

However, it seems 
business could be dorre in this way | 
provided the adequate trading ma- 
chinery and sufficient mutual cor- 
fidence could be established. 

“On both sides of the Atlantic 
traders seem to feel that once a 
substantial flow of business is 
started, that. is, if only enough con- 
fidence can -be manifested to start 
a stream of cotton to Bremen, a re- 
covery of cotton prices would set 
in, the German mark exchange 
would strengthen, and our trade 
with Germany would experience a 
steady growth. 

“It seems to be agreed generally 
that no stable and normal trade re- 
lations can be established while 
American exporters insist on hav- 
ing all drafts guaranteed by banks 
in Holland or other third coun- 
tries.’’ 

Comparing deflation, high prices 
and costs of living here with the 
same conditions in Germany, Con- 
sul Simpich said: 

“Today you can buy about 70 
German marks with an American 
dollar; before the war you @suld 
buy only four marks with a dollar. 
This loss of mark buying power has, 
of course, upset all forms of busi- 
ness, and made daily life a serious 
problem for the middle and lower 
classes. 

“As the mark declined German 
dealers naturally raised their prices. 
This price level got so high that 
in July and August last it was

| launching of the first vessel of new 
| naval auxiliary known as “type A-3 


lsea hornet.” The vessel is de- 
| signed to form an important part of 

America’s coast defense, and the 

launching took place in the pres- 
(‘ence of more than & hundred regu- 
|lararmy and national guard officers, 
'aswell as representatives of the 
navy and the governors of New York 
and New Jersey. 

The ‘sea hornet” type was con- 
ceived during the war and was held 
as a navy secret, its operation being 
'prevented by the armistice. It Is 
|a@ twin screw 600-horsepower motor 
' boat, 58 fet long with a hinge 
' bow which drops from place. In the 
'bow is a 2l-inch torpedo, carrying 
lin its war-head 600 pounds of high 
‘explosive. Two additional torpedoes 
‘are ‘carried, as well as six depth 
bombs. When in operation as a 
war craft the “sea hornet,” which 
carries a crew of four men, sinks 
until butalittle more than one foot 
of the hull is above the water line. 

The plan of the inventor and 
those interested in the invention Is 
to have the boat operate in squad- 
rons—or rather ‘“‘swarms’—against 
enemy craft. The small size of the 
craft and its low visibility would 
make the possibility of one or more 
of them making a target of an ene- 
my battleship very high, especially 
at night.

“Today the 206 potash mines in 
Germany are in the hands of a pow- 
erful syndicate; it controls not only 
production, but distributon and 
prices. It maintains a special edu- 
cational denartment and, before the 
war, it sent its agents and scientific 
demonstrators to the four corners 
of the earth to teach the use of 
potash. No,propaganda was ever 
more thorough or fruitful; it is pos- 


cate, 


sibly true that in many places pot- 
ash was sold and used on soil 
where it was not needed; on the 
other hand enormously increased 
crops were often the result. 

“We shall continue to buy Ger- 
man potash, of course, but no one 
can say today what the price will 
be ‘when importations are resumed 
—and it may also be some years 
before we ,-et back to pre-war im- 
port quantities; in fact, many be- 
lieve that the rise of fertilizer pro- 
duction methods here and a general 
readjustment of agriculture meth- 
ods may make usS more and more 
independent, as the years pass, of 
all sources of foreign fertilizer.

Distress is greater in Aus- 
tria than in Germany, wqet today 
thousands of German children are 
without adequate clothing, and the 
percentage of undernourished is 
plainly shown in the reports of the 
American Quakers who are carry- 
ing on relief work in the larger 
German cities. 

“In the farming sections, where 
the people can grow much of their 
own needs, distress is less notice- 
able. But among the poor. in the 
cities, food is scant and has been 
Scant for so long that the people 
present a thin, pale and emaciated 
appearance. This is one reason, of 
course, why labor is below normal 
efficiency. 

‘In the larger hotels, if you have 
money enough, you can live well— 
for the hotel keepers’ association 
imports meats, etc., direct; the night 
life in the cafes is as gay and bois- 
terous as before the war, too, but 
it is not supported to any great ex- 
tent by Germans. Foréigners have 
flocked to Berlin, as refugees from 
Rrussia and elsewhere, and crowds

running from both worms, which 
had outlets on opposite sides of the 
flake stand, was that it was no!

Washington, December 11.—Final 
disposition in the house of the 
Johnson bill providing for practi- 
cally complete stoppage of immi- 
gration for one year was postponed 
late today until Monday. House 
leaders reached an agreement to 


day, having found it impossible to 
complete debate today. 

Those In charge of the measure 
had hoped for final action today.. 
but opposition chiefly te provisions 
affecting farm labor importation 
allowed for six months’ periods 
from Canada, New foundland, Cuba 
and Mexico and to other sections 
prohibiting admission of relatives 
of citizens except those of blood 
developed such strength as to com- 
pel abandonment of the plan and 
adjournment until Monday. 

When the house adjourned, de- 
bate under the special rule had 
expired. Demands for separate roll 
calls On amendments were pend- 
ing, however, and these went over 
until Monday. 

Only one amendment of general 
importance was adopted today. It 
broadened the restriction on rela- 
tives to include brothers and sisters. 
not more than 21 and 16 years. of 
age, respectively, who would be ad- 
mitted upon application_to_the_sec- 
retary of labor by an American cit- 
izen. 

. An amendment by ‘Representative 
Parrish, democrat, Texas, authoriz- 
ing the secretary of labor to fix 
the length of time Mexican farm 
laborers could remain in the United 
States was voted down 39 to 22.

CITIZENS PROTEST 


West End Committee Says 


This Use of Caldwell Prop- 
erty Would Hurt City. 


The proposal of R. H. Caldwell, 
Jr.; to erect": row of brick stores 
upen h.s residential propert; at the 
Southwest corner of Gordon and 
Peeples streets has caused West End 


‘citizens to register a protest. This 


was filed by a committee appoint- 
ed as the result of two mass meet- 
ings largely attended by property 
Owners in the né@ighborhood held 
at the home of J. H. Andrews. 

The. committee, which has been 
negotiating with Mr. Caldwell in 
an effort to persuade him to re- 
eonsider his decision, is composed 
of Mr,..Andrews, J. L. Kurfees and 
P. D. McCarley. In a statement is- 
sued by the committee, it says: 

“In negotiating with Mr. Cald- 
well, we guaranteed to secure sale 
of the property for $18,000. Mr. 
Caldwell, however, set $30,000 as the 
minimum price which he would 
consider. The property is assessed 
at $5,900 on the city tax books this 
year, this assessment representing 
a 70 per cent valuation.” 

The committee points out that 
the erection of storehouses on: this 
property would have a detrimental 
effect on the value of nearby /Sprop- 
erties, including some of the most 
beautiful homes in West 
exclusively residential section. 
Across the way is Howell park, one 
of the city’s finest playgrounds, 
given to the city by Captain Evan 
P. Howell. In the same block is 
the Wren’s Nest, the old-Joe] Chan- 
dler Harfis home, whichis owned 
by the women of Atlanta and to 
which pilgrimage is made every 
week by hundreds of visitors to At- 
lanta. -The committee says that the 
erection of storehouses to be used 
as groceries in this block would 
mar one of Atlanta’s chief points 
of sentimental interest for visitors 
and would do the city an irrepara- 
ble injury. Half a block away on 
Peeples, street is one of the city’s 
handsomest and largest schools. The 
committee declares that ‘there is no 
need for commercial houses at this 
location, since the business center 
at Lee and Gordon streets is only 
four blocks away. 

Mr. Caldwell lives in’ McRae, and 
could not be reached for a state- 
ment Saturday.

SHORTER BY 11 MILES 


Lower Passenger Fare After 
January 1 on Southern’s 
‘New Line. 


Bleven miles were cut from _the 
distance between Washington and 
Atlanta in the reconstruction and 
double-tracking of the line of the 
Southern railway, many crrves be- 
ing taken out and grades reduced, 
and, beginning January i, 1921, pas- 
sengers between Washington and 
Atlanta and. between intermediate 
points will be given the benefit of 
reduced fares, corresponding to the 
decreased distance. . 

New. tariffe and distance tables 
have been prepared and distributed 
to agents, showing t only the new 
distance betwesan shington and 
Atlanta; but between all interme- 
diate points. Following are some 
examples of the decrease: Wash- 
ington-Atlanta. ol@ distance 
miles, new distance 637.5 miles, re- 
duction 11 miles; Charlotté-Atlanta, 
e14 distance 267 miles, new distance 
259.8 miles, reduction 7.2 miles; 
Greenville-Atlanta, old distance 
159.8 miles, new distance 153.4 miles, 
reduction 6.4 miles; Washington- 
Chartotte, old distance 380.5 miles,

2.8 miles. 
The present fare between Wash- 


ington and Atlanta 1s $23.36. The 
new fare effective January 1, 1921, 
will be $22.97, a reduction of 39 


cents. 
In-order to determine the new dis- 


tance- with absolute accuracy the 
Southern had the entire line re- 
measured, the. surveying party 
walking the entire distance from 
Washington to Atlanta. This con- 
sumed several minths and the work 
of preparing the new tariffs and 
distance tables was also a stupen- 
suous task, making it impossible tc 
get the new rates into effect prior 


to January 1, 1921.

,More often the plea is made on the basis that the empioyee, especially 
the wowan, is very overtaxed at the Christmas season, very tired, and 
that cons.deration should be shown her. 

Tne inference peopie will often gst is that the woman purchaser 
is exacting, irritable, and even unkind to the empteyee, and the world 
too often gets the impression that the purchaser is tyrannical and in- 
consideratepand that the employee is put upon, yet a greater injustice 
cotiid not be done the women of the purchasing element. The truth is 
that all women purchasers are not alike. 

Some are naturally kind, considerate, tolerant, and they are just 
as often toat as they are irritable, exacting and discouzteous. It can 
be truthfully said that all employees are not harshly or unkindly dealt 
with, and that they are not ail amiable, qonsidecate or e-ficient. In 
fact, the woman who purchases just as often has her feelings hurt by 
the indifference and rudeness of the employee. 

Of course, she has the opportunity to report, if she chooses, to 
the manager of whatever department{it is in, or to an employer, but 
she ddes not do this, though she may plainly indicate to the employee 
that she does not consider the service rendered her is what it 
should‘ bé, 

Vety frequently a purchaser meets with such indifference on the 
part of an employee that she questions whether the employee can 
hear or see well, and she judges by the latter’s conduct that she is 
indifferent whether or not she sells the goods being considered. Again, 

employee makes no effort whatever to interest the purchaser 

or to help her in what she is considering. She often assumes an , 
attitude of carelessness that makes the purchaser feel: “I shall go 
elsewhere, where more interest will be shown in me, and I will get 
more efiicient service.” 

On the contrary, where an employee is efficient and where, be- 
cause of this very efficiency, she is overtaxed by the number of 

‘patrons who seek her and will bave no one else wait upon them 
because of ber qualities, one never hears this employee complaining 
that she has been dealt with irritably, or that she has been spoken 
to in an unkind way. While, therefore, this season of Christinas | 
shopping is on and women come together the one buying from the 
other—the one employee and the other the purchaser—I should say 
the appeal for tolerance and consideration and kindness should be 
made to: both elements, and that if the woman purchaser would ‘ust 
remember that the woman ‘on the other gide of the counter is a | 
woman with the same nerves and the same feelings that she, the 
purchaser, has, and if the employee coutd remember that she prob- 
ably is not more tired than the hurried, tired housekeeper. making 
the purchate—the business to be transacted between them could be 
easi-r and the more pleasantly accomnlished.

For the past two days representative 
business men from all over the 
country have been meeting at Chica- 
go at the call of John S. Drum, 
president of the American Bankers 
association, for the purpose of form- 
ing a $100,000,000 corporation, with 
lending power of $1,000,000,000, to 
finance American export. trade. 
These men isttend this new corpo- 
ration to turn our foreign trade 
into a a? The consensus of 
opinion here in 

they will meet with success. 

Prior to the war the average busi- 
ness man had no interest in for- 
elgn trade. He knew in a vague 
way it existed 
newspaper headline “Trouble in the 
Balkans.” He saw, read, and heard 
enough to understand that large 
corporations hike Standard O!l], Unit- 
ed States Steel, International Har- 
verster, sold part of their output 
abroad. But for himself he was 
perfectly satsified with the markets 
close to home. Why bother to learn 
about foreign methods of doing bus- 
iness and foreign exchange when 
neizhbors were close at hand eager 
to trade“®n the basis of the good 
American doilar? 

Situation Different Today. 


To go in or stay out of foreign 
trade was all a rhatter on individual 
choice up to 1914. Today the sit- 
uation is quite different. As one of 
the unexpected developments of the 
war, we are in; in up to our necks. 
And the average banker, farmer, 
business man, realizes, or soon will, 
that he individually is affected: that 
whether our enormous foreign trade 
proves to be a boomerang or a 
crutch depends on whether he as 


an individual makes the right de- 


cision and does his part. , 

This is the way the situation de- 
veloped. For the ten months of 
1914, ending with October, this coun- 
try sold abroad goods valued at $1,- 
662,685,000 and we bought from oth- 
er countries good valued at $1,548,- 
429,000. That meant an excess of 
exports over imports, or a foreign 
trade balence in our favor of $114,- 
256,000. Only a few days avo the

Out in the general hospital at 
Fort McPherson, the _ recruiting 
“non-com” is taking a much-de- 
served rest. He’s physically down 
and out for the time béing, but it 
wasn’t the army that worked him 
down. He did it himself, Kentucky 
and Tennessee—the mountain sec- 
tions of those two states are the 
places 
that preponderance of recruits. 

The whole army has 
recognition; the service publica- 
tions have recorded his activities 
in the biggest type they boast; the 
first division presented’ him ‘with 
the handsome 21l-jewel watch he 
looks at now to see how long it is 
before show-time at the Fort; the 
adjutant general used up several 
pages of army stationery: in an of- 
ficial report of commendation—but 
you don’t get the real angle on the 
proposition until you hear the ser- 
geant tell how he walked those 
shadowed mountain trails, sat by 
log fireg in modest cabins, disobeyed 
army regulations and worked in the 
coal mines for better personal con- 
tact; in other words, the methods 
he used in becoming the world’s 
champion recruiter. 

On one occasion, in the moonshine 
realms of Tennessee, a wary propri- 
etor of an illicit still cracked down 
at the sergeant with a rifle, clipping 
off the twigs of a tree just above 
the soldier’s head. The moonshiner

Directly back of the 
orchestra is a stage, which would 
admit of a vaudeville performance 
or a drama. 

Back of this stage arises the 
frame for the motion pictures, 
which, in their highest form and 
standard, as expressed at the pres- 
ent moment, will be the principal 
feature of entertainment in the 
Howard theater. 

Around this main frame for the 
picture is a setting of studied 
beauty, in which ‘the architect 
and decorators have combined: for 
their most finished effort. 

The main curtain is of purple 


velvet. This is the draw curtain. 
| Above this is a festoon curtain of 
| cloth of gold, which contains one 
| hundred and eighty-six yards of 
ame fifty inches wide. It is 


draped in festoons and hangs from 
the central decorative piece of. the 
architectural scheme of the thea- 
ter, In this latter elaborate detail 
is introduced a wonderful color 
scheme which blends the colors 
of purple and gold and chippoline 
green. These colors are shown in 
the organ spaces which are on 
either side, extending beyond the 
main stage. 

The organ is built in as a part 
of the theater, and its framework 
will be almost entirely concealed 
by the draperies and architectural 
decorative scheme which frames 
the two main boxes of the theater.

These boxes are a study in 
themselves and carry out the color 
scheme, reilected throughout the 
theater. In each one of the boxes

E thought we were getting 
u- blase about aristocrats.

PREPARING THE CHILD FOR THE MOVIES 


wm MS 
By William D. Taylor. 
ID you ever see. an American 
D Beauty rose nodding gaily in 
the hothouse atmosphere of a 
warm, steam-heated room? 

Then you have marked its beauty 
and grace as long as it stayed in a 
temperature and surroundings friendly 
to it. 

Put the same rose outside your win- 
dow some cold night and note what 
happets. . First it stiffens with the 
frost and then wilts into listless life- 
lessnéss. 

A. precisely similar phenomenon 
happens with children. They are very 
sensitive. Be like them; adjust your 
thoughts to theirs and their respon- 
siveness is gratifying. 

Be in any way strange, however, and 
you kill that natural spontaneity which 
is a child’s chief charm. Especially 
does an air of matured superiority 
cause them to stiffen and become me- 
chanical, uninspired automatons, 

Natural Imitators, . 

First and foremost, never show a 
child how to play a part. Children are 
natural imitators, but their imitation 
of what you consider a child would do 
is not true to life because they copy 
your adult mannerisms rather than ex- 
press their own fascinating immaturi- 
ty. 

Again, a child can not be told, “Do 
this or do that,” as is the case ¥ 
older actors. They are just learni 
Obedience; it has not become the in- 
stinctive reaction of later years. There- 
fore, a bald, unadorned command will 
produce stiffness. They do what you 
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want, in part, but it lacks perfection. 
A certain juvenile irritation destroys 
their naturalness. 

Endless patience is necessary with 
children [I often spend hours telling 
stories and listening to their childish 
prattle. Perhaps I have to keep a biz 
company of high-priced people waiting 
while I do this. But the result is 
completely worth while. For while one 
beautiful bit of child acting may be the 
hit of a picture equally is it true that 
strained, unnatural work wilt bring 
“ unfavorable criticism reflecting on the 
entire production, 

Once I think their confidence is 
gained I tell them the story of the 
play we are doing. I do it in child 
style with plenty of “once upon a 
time,” “beautiful ladies,” * etc. This 
gains their interest. Then I lead into 
their parts in the picture, outline the 
action and say, “Now, let’s see if you 
can do that for me.” 

I have gained two objects through 
this procedure. First, the play has 
been made a game instead of work. 
Second, the child is imagining what 
he (or she) would do in the part. The 
youngster’s juvenile logic is recon- 
structing the scene according to ‘his 
own lights. And that is just exactly 
what we want. To make a child’s 
part stand out it must bea child’s 
thought and action unadulterated. 

This sounds easy—but try it once. 
Hours of constructive work just to get 
one scene. . The flower of a child’s 
sensitiveness is so tender that the least 
variation from complete ‘accord will 
destroy its perfection. 


we 

Even when the child is in the scene 
trouble lurks. For although children 
are excellent actors, their powers of 
attention are incompletely developed. 
The least little thing will throw them 
out of character and undo hours of 
work. It took me days to repair the 
damage when a hand organ passed the 
studio during an important scene. Our 
child Sarah Bernhardt stopped in the 
midst of the action, ran out of the set 
and onto the street for a view of the 
organ grinder and his monk! 

Some Good Advice. 

I have this advice for parents who 
fecl their children have a future in 
motion pictures: Bring them up‘as 
natural and. normal children; allow 
them all the pleasures of an ordinary 
child. Dress them as the other chil- 
dren of he neighborhood, not freakish- 
ly in the manner of some misguided 
parents. Conserve that naturalness 
without which a child can not succeed 
in motion pictures. In a word, to 
make.a good child actor, bring up your 
boy or girl as a child, not as an actor. 
Think that over and you will catch the 
distinction. 

Train their attention. Early lessons 
in piano or violin are excellent for 


this. 
that the 


I would not have you think 


difficulties of a director are confined 


only to children. Equally as hard to 
handle, and in many ways more diffi- 
cult, are animals, wild and tame I 
have perhaps used more animals than 


any other director. 
“Two days of work for 10 feet of 


film. Perhaps that stands as my most 
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strenuous experience with animals. To 
get a desired effect we need an octopus 
which would throw out its weird ten- 
tacles in a certain definite manner. 

Forty-eight hours straight we camp- 
ed by the creature’s glass tank, using 
daylight until it dimmed, then turning 
on artificial illumination for the night 
hours. My cameraman and myself 
never took our eyes from the devilfish. 
The two days were just closing when 
suddenjy the animal made a dart— 
and we had what we wanted. In the 
finished picture the flash measures ex- 
actly 10 feet and takes but a few sec- 
onds to pass through the projector. 


Matter of Patience. 
That sort of thing, however, is pure- 
ly a matter of patience. For success 


with animals of relative intelligence 
one must have that sixth instinct called 
“animal sense.” I have been told that 
I have it in large degree or the vari- 


ous effects I have gained would beim- | 


possible. Pelicans, rattlesnakes, lions, 
tigers—where other people have been 
seriously hurt I came out practically 
without a scratch. Animals trust me 
—perhaps they trust you. If they do 
you have ahead of you a real _Sppeor- 
tunity. People with the true animal 
sense are rare and correspondingly of 
value to amusement enterprises which 
need their services. 

The one exception in my experience 
occurred with a ground squirrel. My 
taming efforts absolutely failed with 
the vicious little brute. To this day 
I bear the marks of his teeth in my 
right hand. 

Felines, lions, tigers, cats, etc., must 


ee 


be handled with exceptional care, as 
they are very jealous, suspicious and 
subtle. Never show attention to an- 
other animal if trying to get results 
from a “cat,” as we broadly term all 
felines. Their jealousy will consume 
their willingness to do what you com- 
mand. Further, if the slight is deep 
enough their subtlety may conceal it 
until a time for a revenge may bring 
injury to you. a , 
Hard for Maty. 


Perhaps the two bits'of work of 
which I am most proud occurred in but 
two pictures. 

In one I gained an effect which all 
my friends dubbed “impossible.” If 
you recall the picture, 200 white 
pigeons swoop down upon Mary Miles 
Minter when she comes to feed them. 
They perch all over her hands, arms, 
shoulders and hair. To you it isa 
very pretty sight, to Miss Minter it 
was hard, patient work. 

First we confined the birds in a 
large, high cage. For ten weeks no 
one but Miss Minter was allowed to 
feed them or even go near the cage. 

On the part.of the little-star this re- 
@uired a great deal of self-sacrifice. 
It means she had to break seriously 
into her days because of the necessity 
of feeding the pigeons three times ev- 
ery twenty-four hours. It was im- 
possible for her to take a much-needed 
vacation because of this duty. 

But both she and I have felt the 
work repaid by the short bit of film 
we secured. Critics have called it “one 
of the most beautiful things ever done 
in films.”

| Revival of Reedism to be Expected in Sixty-seventh Con- 
gress—Except in Matters of Courtesy and Usage It Is 
Likely That Democrats Will be sEntirely Ignored by

Washington, December 11.—(Spe- 
clal.)—The republican leaders in 
both branches of congress have 
established a working program for 
the new session by which the pre- 
election friction has been eliminat- 
ed. There is, so far as the house 
leadership goes, a complete liaison 


between the remaining sixty-sixth 
and the incoming sixty-seventh, 
with an agreement already reached 
that Gillett shall remain as speaker 
and Mondell as majority 
leader. Campbell, of Kansas, will 
continue in the sixthv-seventh as 
9 chairman of the rules commit- 
ee. 

There will be a complete reor- 
ganization of the house committees, 
not only made necessary by the de- 
termination to allot to the 100 new 
republican members places on the 
larger committees, which has not 
heretofore been the custom, but to 
make committee representations on 
a varity with che respective 
strength of the two parties on the 
floor. -Bv that process the chair- 
man of the large committees, as 
well as the ranking minority mem- 
bers, will not be required to serve 
on other committees, while there 
will be a gwzeneral switching of mem- 
bers to coincide with the new bud- 
get plan which the house by its 
own rule has adopted. 

This plan provides that the com- 
mittee on appropriations shall have 
exclusive charge of all the appro- 
priation measures, thus eliminating 
from the work of other committees 
all appropriation matters. To that 
end there will be an effort to co- 
ordinate the appropriating interests 
in congress into the one commit- 
tee, which will readily become the 
most important and the most pow- 
erful committee in either branch of 
congress. 

Reedism and Cannonism, 

That the sixty-seventh house will 
be a law unto itself and function 
with all of the old powers of Reed- 
ism and Cannonism is now assured, 
the only difference being that in- 
stead of the arbitrary powers be- 
ing vested in the speaker as in 
those days, which made the speaker 
the most powerful legislative -ex- 
ecutive in the world, they will in 
the sixty-seventh be vested in the 
comuinittee on rules. The next house

With their overwhelming majori- 
ty in both branches after March 4 
and a republican executive to back 


them the republican leaders are 
asking no quarter and seeking no 
co-operation of any kind from the 
old democratic leaders -who hold 
over. Just what the minority will 
do, confined almost as it is of 
southerners, and not sufficiently 
large to be anything but negligible 
remains for its organization after 
March 4 to determine. 

It will seek proper representa- 
tion on committees. Georgia, for 
instance, with its large seacoast, 
has no member on ‘the river and 
harbors committee. An effort will 
be made to put Overstreet, of the 
Savannah district, on this commit- 
tee, Outside of such matters it can 
do thing. 

It is best for the country that the 
republicans are at least co-ord!- 
nate and that the factionalism of 
the pre-election days has disap- 
peared. Tariff, of course, will be- 
come the leading issue in the six- 
tv-seventh, as it has in al] republic- 
an congresses, and it is about only 


issue on whigh the democrats 
seek to make a stand. a 


On all constructive and develop- 
ment lines arising out of the ex- 
igencies of reconstruction the dem- 
ocrats will join with the republicans 


without regard to party lines. That 
much has been agreed upon.

“Friends and dramatic critics are 
denied free tickets.’ In fact, Kemp 
does not care to have the critics.

Nina, who sells beads and batik 
gowns in a little shop under the 
theater, is the leading lady. She 
is an advanced thinker and cares 
nothing for sordid money. Others 
in the company are intellectual] 
giants of the Greenwich village in- 
ner circle of serious thinkers. 

It is the custom of the players, 
after the performance, to meet the 
audience at a little coffee house 
owned by one of the players and 
here they sit aroynd a lamp and 
decry the foibles of a mad universe. 

i mp keeps his theater open from 
December 1 to February 1, and then 
he becomes a wanderer and goes off 
in search of high adventure—per- 
haps in China, France or the far 
west.

Thé rental of Kemp’s theater is! 
reported to be $7 a week. No stage 
hands are needed and Kemp takes 
in the tickets at the door and pulls 
the curtains. What is léft after 
expenses are paid {s equally divid- 
ed—for even theorists must have a 
little bread. 

The audience consists mostly of 
out-of-town folk who hear of the 
Kemp theater which is well adver- 
tised by word—of mouth in the vil- 
lage waffle shops and coffee houses. 
There are no billboard signs or 
newspaper advertisements. 

Kemp is very serious about his 
theater as he ig about the great 
realities of life. He believes he is 
fulfilling a certain mission. He 
finds time at odd moments to write 
a little poetry which he sells to 
help maintain the theatrical enter- 
prise.

The Resurrection at Geneva 


President-elect Harding's post- 
election, or post-mortem statement, 
“The league of nations is now de- 
ceased,” must be placed*under the 
classic heading, “interesting if 
true.” It mus have been a start- 
ling experience, just a few days 
after this solemn pronouncement, 
to read the news dispatches from 
Geneva. It was like reading the 
committal service at the grave and 
then meeting the “departed one” 
when you reached home. Here is 
the “dead” league, meeting in Ge- 
neva with forty-one nations repre- 
sented, discussing in vital and virile 
fashion the affairs of the world. 


Vox Populi. 
Mr. Harding, of course, spoke that 
morning of November 3 with the 
consciousness that a majority of 


6,000,000 of his fellow citizens had, 


the day before approved of the 
position, or thé positions, which he 
nad taken during the campaign in 
regard to this same league. But 
here is a warning against testing 
truth by means of majorities. Vox 
populi vox dei depends a good deal 
upon who the people are that are 
doing the talking and what god 
they are speaking for. Then 
dear people have a way of reversing 
themselves. It seems so easy to 
change the “hozanna” of today into 
the “crucify him” of tomorrow. 

But it is not simply the fact that 
this dead league has come to life at 
Geneva, which is interesting, but 


some revelations have been made 
by this resurrection which are of 
vital significance. Note two of them 
in order to keep the record clear, 
for we hope to be living in the 
world tomorrow as well as today. 

The League and National Sover- 

eignty. 

The other day the assembly of the 
league requested some of the mem- 
ber nations to furnish a small quota 
of troops to act as international 
police at the plebiscite at Vilna. The 
representatives of Denmark repliea 
that by the constitution of Den- 
mark this request would have to be 
referred to the Danish parliament. 
The assembly of the league answer- 
ed that this reply was perfectly 
Satisfactory and that the course of 
Denmark, as of all other member 
nations with such constitutional re- 
Strictions was well understood, 
.In the light of that decision of 
the league itself recall some of the 
campaign cries of the past months 
in the United States, “a super-gov- 
ernment robbing us of our independ- 
ence,” “Europe ordering our boys 
to fight in foreign lands without 
our consent,” etc. The alarm was 
sounded all over America, ahd most 
loudly in Georgia, that we would 
under Article,10 surreyder our sov- 


the, 


ereignty and our boys would be at 
the mercy of foreigners. And now 
we find this so-called “super-gov- 
ernment,”.in solemn session, ruling 
on this very question, reverently 
nrcteggs A to the sovereignty of the 
little kingdom of Denmark. 
Geneva's Article X. 

Or consider another action of the 
league. The question of the admis- 
sion of Austria-was under discus- 
sion. President Motta, of Switzer-/ 
land, raised: the point that Voral- 
berg, now a part of Austria, wished 
to become a part of Switzerland and 
and that “since Article 10 guaran- 
tees the integrity of Austria,” this 
could never be done. Read now the 
reply of the league: 

“The suggestion that admission 
to the league would have any such 
effect appears to arise from a mis- 
conception of Article 10. It cannot 
be too emphatically stated that Ar- 
ticle 10 does not guarantee the ter- 
ritorial integrity of any member of 
the league. All it does is to con- 
demn gxternal aggression,” etc. 

When one recalls how President 
Wilson in conference with the sen- 
ate committee on foreign. relations 
and in every public utterance on 
this subject iterated and reiterated 
this interpretation and insisted time 
and again that this was the clear 
understanding between himself and 
the othey members of the commis- 
sion, every fair-minded man in 
America, no matter how he voted on 
November 2, must see that thoug): 
on March 4 Warren Harding wil! 
be president, that Woodrow Wilson 
is right. 

Patriotism or Party. 

I am not recalling this record in 
order to claim any partizan s&tis- 
faction. The issues involved are too 
eternally~important for any such 
cheap play. Johnson and Borah, 
Root and Hughes, Harding and a 
host of influential members of his 
party opposed the ratification of the 
treaty on the ground that Article 
10 would rob us of our independ- 
ence and so fix the limits of all 
national territories that there could 
never be any future readjustmens: 
in the interests of weaker peoples, 
Now that objection has been clearly 
and unmistakably answered. The 
door to*the league is still wide 
open. Have these men the hon- 
esty and the patriotism to.make the 
consciousness of party subordinate 
to the wellfare of the world? 

Again has Woodrow Wilson been 
startlingly and overwhelmingly vin- 
dicated before the fair judgment of 
the nations. And each day as the 
curtain of events lifts the figu.s o 
this great political prophet clear:: 
silhouetted against the background, 
of history, grows larger with the — 
lengthening perspective.

deeper hue whose schisms are as 
scarlet. But one thanks with deep 
thanksgiving whatever gods may 
have put one down on even a side 
street leading to a matin street 
vernally called Peachtree and one 
admits with complacency an entire 
ignorance of these people and all 
their works. But takin it for 
granted that every wor of the 
dialogue—convVersation would be au 
unpardonable exaggeration—has ac- 
tually been spoken on the streets 
of Sauk Center, Minnesota, Mr. 
Lewis’ native village, even then as 
George Ade said long ago, “True 
story, but what's the use?”’ 
Lewis and Bennett. 

In “The Old Wives’ Tale” Arnold 
Bennett’s families of Baineses and 
Poveys and Holls were probably 
about such people as these Kenni- 
cotts and Haldocks and Snafflins 
of Mr. Lewis’, but for the reader 
there is the magic difference that 
Mr. Bennett with almost unbeliev- 
able art shows us these simple 
provincials of his as they saw them- 
selves. They were not mere men 
and women of the pottery-making 
Five Towns to thelr own mirrors, 
they were the centers of an absorb- 
ing drama, the centers of an amaz- 
ing universe. “Those who knew her 
not” one may read of Constance, 
“saw merely an old lady fussing 
forth, and those who knew her saw 
merely Mrs. Povey and greeted her 
perfunctorily, @ woman of her age 
and gait being rather out of place 
in that feverish altercation of op- 
posed principles. But it was more 
than a stout old lady, it was more 
than Mrs. Povey, that waddled with 
such painful deliberation through 
the streets—it was a miracle.” 

There may be people who have 
read “The Conquest of Canaan” and 
who have seen “Mr. Antonio” and 
who still require assurance that the 
prominent citizens of small towns 
are somewhat lacking in elasticity. 
but even for these sceptics it can 
hardly be necessary that a nove! 
about a village should be as dreary 
as the village itself. Dr. Frank 
Crane could probably tell us that 
old Mrs. Whistler may not have 
been the charming picture her son 
painted, or that‘Mona Lisa Gioconda 
was perhaps not quite “the presence 
that rose thus so strangely beside 
the waters” for the great Leonardo. 
And the conviction that the denl- 
zens of “Main Street” might be Con- 
stances and Sophias and Edwin 
Clayhangers, that an American 
small town might show one the mir- 
acle of a baby, the miracle of keep- 
ing a shop, even the miracie of @ 
toothache—if an American Arnold 
Bennett would show them to us 
through hie own eyes and their 
eyes and not through the jaundiced 
eyes of a village Hedda Gabler who 
could boast four years of a very 
fresh water college and the perusal 
of a few plays by Arthur Schnitzler, 
the eighteenth Baron Dunsany and 
Susan Glaspell. She is only another 
indication that a woman can not 
have a little learning without los- 
ing her sense of humor an her 
sense of proportion, while a man 
can become bachelor of arts of a 
university and still go to the movies 
and read The Saturday Evening 
Post with perfect satisfaction and 
no shame. But these too easily sat- 
isfied critics are also men and to 
dislike “Main Street” one must dis- 
agree with The New York Nation.. 
The Conning Tower. Mr.. Heywood 
Broun and Professor Phelps—who 
indorse novels as blithely as Mary 
Garden does perfumes and planos 
—and one must have found the i= 
lightful truth that gaiety is a rather 
better path to Parnassus than seri- 
ousness, either high or low. For the 
existence of these denizens of 
“Main Street,” who so instinctively 
distrust the light-hearted, is the 
very reason that there are people 
who will think “Main Street” an- 
other “great American novel.”

treaty of Versailles back from Paris. 


At Geneva, moreover, there has 
been revealed that clearly marked 
eonfusion which has so much 
Plagued and bewildered the Ameri- 
can public in all of the league of 
nations discussion. So far as 
Americans are concerned there are 
two unmistakable sentiments to be 
considered and to be reckoned with. 
In the first place there is an over- 
whelming desire to contribute to 
the prevention of war in the fu- 
ture, a desire that the United States 
should do its part in making other 
wars impossible or at least un- 
likely. 

AMERICANS’ 
OPPOSITION. 


Coincident with this desire to aid 
in preventing war is the equally un- 
mistakable resolution against in- 
termeddling in EKuropean affairs, in 
the establishing or guaranteeing of 
frontiers, in the divisions of col- 
*o les in all the territorial questions 

rhich underlie European jealousies 
awe Meiries and explain so many 
recent and ancient wars. While 
President Wilson’s proposal for a 
league of nations seemed merely 


the attempt to accomplish the ex-4 


ercising of war, American support 
for it was general, when it began 
to appear that the president’s plan 
involved or seemed to involve 
American intermixture with Euro- 
pean affairs and European inter- 
vention in America, American op- 
position developed and expanded 
swiftly and greatly. 

Now at Geneva there has been a 
fair illustration of what the league 
of nations means in practice. An 
examination of the questions there 
_raised and discussed must serve 
~ to indicate something of what mem- 
bership in the existing league or in 
any new or modified league would 
mean. It must serve at one time 
to meet the criticisms of those who 
insist that by remaining outside the 
league we do injury to our own 
interests and to answer the charge 
' of those who argue that to join 
means to sacrifice national sover- 
eignty and to involve our country 
in dangerous and useless foreign 
disputas. 

INTERNATIONAL 
TRIBUNAL. 

Looking at the program of issues 
raised at Geneva it becomes patent 
at once that a whole range of sub- 
jects were there raised or touched 


| 


upon which have the utmost im- 
portance for us and in the discus- 
sion and regulation of which it is 
necessary that the United States 
should be able to state its view and 
Support its policy. For ¢xample, the 
; most important single issue raised, 
|although it was only lightly touch- 
ed upon, was that concerning an 
international court, a tribunal to 
which might be referred disputes 
between nations. 

Now it is manifest that all Ameri- 
can policy in the past has vigorous- 
ly championed the idea expressed in 
The Hague tribunal of an interna- 
tional court of arbitration. The 
United States has signed treaties of 
arbitration with various countries 
in {the several Hague conferences, 
America was one of the natiops 
most enthusiastically committed to 
the idea of substituting arbitration 
for armed conflict as a method of 
settling international disputes. The 
question as to which resort to this 
court should be made compulsory 
is certainly debatable, the proposi- 
tion to give to the court force to 
carry out its decision opens new 
fields for argument, but it is plain 
that it is for the United States a 
matter of concern to participate in 
the establishment of such a court, 
or, if one prefer, in the extension 
of the existing Hague court in the 
direction of greater prestige and 
authority. 

CONCERN OF 
UNITED STATES. 

Nor is it less undeniable that the 
United States is vitally concerned 
with 2 second issue raised at Ge- 
neva, namely, the :formulation of 
the laws covering blockades and 
covering the treatment of neutral 
rights during conflict. Of our three 
wars with European nations two 
were the result of interference with 
our maritime trade by belligerents. 
No country in the world is more 
immediately concerned with estab- 
lishing international law covering 
the question of sea traffic in time 
of war than isj the United States. 
While we were still neutral in the 
world war, both belligerent alliances 
invaded our rights, injured our na- 
tionals, involved us in dangerous 


debates and had the German con- 
duct of the war been less barbarous, 
had the Lusitania massacre not oc- 
curred, it is not impossible that we

should have come to a grave crisis 
with Britain. — 

Anyone who has read the recent 
articles of the Italian Historia Fer- 
rero on the peace conference will 
be struck with the fact that he 
openly declares that the elimination 
of the question of the “freedom of 
the seas” from the debate over the 
Paris settlement deprived the Unit- 
ed States of the only pogsible prac- 
tical reward that might have been 
obtained in return for’ our’ very 
Sreat contribution to the allied vic- 
tory. Captain Mahan long 
wrote that the dominant sea power 
would inevitably write international 
law to suit its purposes, when a new 
war arrived. This did happen and 


the result was that the United 
States was dra into the war. 


DANGEROUS 
RIVALRY. ” 

If we are to avoid future wars, 
nothing can be more important for 
us than to have international law, 
so far as it concerns ocean traffic 


of neutrals as well as belligerents 
during war, placed upon a firm 
basis. The alternative and the only 


alternative is a costly and danger- 
in naval construction 
the United Stgtes and 
Great Britain, now that the lat- 
ter has emerged the single con- 
siderable naval power in the World 
and the destruction of the German 
fleet has abolished any possible 
balance of power at sea. 

In the discussion of this ques- 
tion the United States is alone ca- 
pable of giving to the cause of th 
smaller states, which were neutra 
during the recent world war, that 
decisive assistance necessary to es- 
tablish their rights and ours. And 
we are concerned, as are they. We 
suffered materially while we re- 
mained neutral, Holland, Denmark, 
Sw den a Norway suffered 
throughout the war, because they 
remained neutral. For us and for 
them it is essential now to rewrite 
or More exactly to write interna- 
tional law covering the sea in such 
fashion as to guarantee to neutrals 
those rights which we have twice 
taken up arms to maintain, although 
one must concede quite frankly, 
we have shared in invading, when 
we were at war. ' 

U. S. OPPOSES - 
NATIONS IN ARMS. 

Unless such a course is adopted 
it is plain that We must expect to 
be drawn into the next world con- 
flict as we have been drawn into 
the last two, the Napoleonic ana 
the recent German war. If the ob- 
ject of the league of nations is to 
prevent war, if the desire of the 
United States is to avoid participa- 
tion in European conflicts, nothing 
ig more important than te abolish 
one of the familiar causes. 

And from this question of sea law 
the transition to still another sub- 
ject mentioned at Geneva, namely, 
disarmament, is easy ané@ inevitable. 
Here again we are on familiar 
ground. The United States has al- 
ways opposed the theory of nations 
in arms. it has, through its repre- 
sentatives in The Hague confer- 
ences, supported the idea of limita- 
tion of armaments, if not actually 
the principle of complete disarma- 
ment. We are now at a decisive 
point in the history. We have to 
choose for ourselves between adopt- 
ing in conjynction with other na- 
tions some reasonable program of 
national defense and engaging ina 
new race. P 

Manifestly it cannot be for the 
league of nations to decide to what 
extent the United States shall arm 
or disarm. For that matter it can- 
not be for the league to decide the 
question of a court of arbitration, 
so far as We are concerned, or to 
adont sea laws which shall then 
become automatically binding upon 
the United States is vitally con- 
cerned in seeing these questons de- 
bated and in seeing reasonable solu- 


tions reached by the league and by 
it submitted to the several nations 


for adoption, rejection or modifica- 
tion. 

INTEREST OF

the injury of other nations. A spe- 
cific instance was afforded in the 
case of Mésopotamian oil and) has 
been made the subject of a pro- 
test by the American state depart- 
ment within recent weeks. Obvious- 
ly the United States is interested 
in defending the rights which it 
acquired in theBe mandatory col- 
fonies through the Paris settlement, 
patently it desires to be heard in 
the league of nations or elsewhere 
when the question is.to be debated 
and settled. 


MAKING WAR. 
LESS CERTAIN. 


Sueh briefly are some, but not all 
of the questions opened at Geneva 
which have real and undeniable 
importance for the United States. 
If one choose to argue that the 
league of nations is necessarily the 


only body capable of dealing with 
these questons, then the United 
States has every. reason to seek 
membership in.that body. But it 
will be plain that all of these ques- 
tions are, in their essence legal, 
they do not concern alliances, ter- 
ritorial guarantees, the invasion of 
the sovereignty of any state or the 
acceptance of contractural obliga- 
‘tions which might involve the in- 
ivasion of our own sovereignty by 
any other nations. In point of‘fact 
they are all questions which we 
heve already consented to discuss 
at The Hague conference, except in 
the case of mandatories. 


All 6f them, moreover, aré ques- 
tions the proper solution of which 
contribute to making war less like- 
ly, to making a general war almost 
impossible. If one conceive of the 
league of nations as a body created 
and maintained to deal with such 
questions, having the legislative 
function only in the sense of de- 
bate, with its decisions in all cases 


amounting to no more than recom- 
mendations to the probler bodies of 
the several nations represented in 
the league, it is clear that one in- 
Stantly eliminates all the details 
which roused American opposition 
to the covenant of.the league of na- 
tions as President Wilson accepted 
it and it corresponds exactly to the 
American conception of contribut- 
ing to making war unlikely with- 
out undertaking foreign obligations 
and incurring foreign dangers. 
LEAGUE COVERING 

WIDE FIELD. 

By contrast with the foregoing 
subjects, the Geneva conference un- 
dertook to deal with a whole range 
of totally different questions. Yor 
example it sought to settle the dlis- 
pute b&®&tween the Poles and the Li- 
thuanians by enforcing a plebiscite 
in the disputed region and sending 
troops to carry Out such a vote. It 
undertook to deal with the Ameri- 
can question by inviting the presi- 
dent of the United States together 
with the heads of two other nations 
te mediate, without taking the 
smallest measure to insure the en- 
forcement of any decision or the 
restoration of order, provided the 
Turks refused to accept the media- 
tor or to listen to his advice. At 
the same time the league of nations 
undertook to fix the status of Dan- 
zig, doing violence thereby both to 
German and Polish aspirations. 

But these were only minor de- 
tails, what exactly the Geneva con- 
ference did was to continue the at- 
tempt, made at Paris with such 
disastrous consequences to preserve 
for the league of nations the double 
character of an international con- 
ference designed to aboiish .the 
causes Of war and a partnership of 
the nations which had defeated Ger- 
many, to preserve the fruits of the 
victory and the approximate domi- 
nation of world affairs which re- 
sulted from German defeat. Thus 
the nations which had been defeat- 
ed, Germany, Bulgaria, Hungary 
and Turkey were excluded from 
mrembership In the league and in 
some degree the solidarity between 
AMe conquerors was preserved by a 
form of bargain counter exchange. 


INTEREST OF 
UNITED STATES. 


Exactly here, however, American 
interest manifestly ceases and we 
encounter the precise causes for 
American apprehension and distrust 
of the league of nations. If the 
league is to guarantee European 
frontiers, ‘to employ troops of the 
nations belonging to enforce plebi- 
scites, if it is to be the executive of 
the alliance which defeated Ger- 
many, it it is to be in addition the 
machinery by which the will of the 
victors, Krance, Great Britain and 
Italy, is to be imposed upon the 
Baltic, the Adriatic and the Aegean, 
obviously thee United States is not 
and cannot be concerned. 

We-here touch upon the underly- 
ing source of trouble in the whoie 
question, the intermixture of the 
yuestions of war and of peace mak- 
ing after war with those other 
questions which are fundamental. 
At Geneva, as at Paris, France, 
italy and Grgat Britain fought for 
specific advantages, sought to make 
of the league ot nations a valuable 
machine ip preserving and expand- 
ing their benetits under the trea- 
ties of Paris and their gains re- 
sulting from German defeat. While 
the question of Armenia was raised 
|as a problem in humanitarion serv- 
ice, it was actually no more than a 
detail in the great game that France 
and Britain are playing in the Near 
East. ° 2 
SYMPATHY FOR 
VENIZELOS. 


Equally obvious is the fact that 
Anglo-French-Italian policy in 
Greece, however sound so far as 
their interests are concerned, is not 
in the least an American concern. 
Most Americans will sympathize 
with Venizelos, who is a great man 
and a great patriot, but few Ameri- 
Lcans will feel.that the question of 
Constantine’s return to the throne, 
which will be decided on the basis 
of Anglo-French interests, is one 
which has immediate eoncern for 
America. Even in the cast of Li- 
thuania, specifically raised at Ge- 
vena, we know that while the issue 
is between the Poles. and the Lithu- 
anians, ostensibly, it is in fact be- 
tween the French and the British, 
who have rival policies on the Bal- 
tic as much as ajong the Aegean. 

In sum, it seems to me that the 
progress of events at Geneva very 
clearly demonstrated that there is 
a wide field for international] dis- 
cussion and action designed to make 
war less possible, in which the 
United States has every reason, 
moral and material, for desiring to 
enter. And it seems equally clear 
that such entrance does not in the 
smallest degree involve us [in any 
international complications, risk our 
own sovereignty or infringe upon 
that of any other country. Nor does 
it call for any departure from our 
traditional policy, for we have in- 
variably participated in The Hague 
conferences Which were wholly 
uiaiagous.

of world peace and the avoidance 
of war. Had our representatives 
sat in the Geneva conference they 
would have been called upon to fa- 
vor or oppose British and Fsench 
views in Lithuania, to favor or op- 
pose the plan for the admission ot 
recently enemy nations.

doday as a result of the Geneva 
episode, it becomes possible, at 
last for the United States, for a 
new administration to formulate a 
real national policy which falls in 
with both American emotions, that 
which is expressed in the desire to 
share with other nations in the 
work of making war impossible, or 
at least difficult, and that “which 
is expressed in our oldest traditior, 
to avoid entanglement with Euro- 
peon affairs. Provided our repre- 
sentatives go to any league of na- 


tions to discuss principles, not fron- 
tiers, to eStablish laws not boun- 
daries, to guarantee our obedience 
to principles acted for us by our 
Own congress, after they have been 
formulated by an international con- 
ference not to compel such obedi- 
ence by other nations or to pur- 
chase such adherence by private 
guarantees of our own, all criti- 
cisms so far directed against the 
idea of a leugue of nations in the 
United States are met and dis- 
posed of. 


But this is something far dif- 
ferent from American membership

But with the Parig experience and 
the Geneva example in mind, it 
seems not too difficult to fix in ad- 
vance the questions with which the 
American members of any internua- 
shall and shall 
not concern themselves. In doing 
this we shall reject once for all 
the whole conception of the super- 
state, profoundly un-American and 
promote the idea of an international 
court of justice and a well estab- 
lished body of international law, 
ceuses which have enlisted our ef- 
forts over long years. 

As an attempt to run the world, 
oe broke down just as Paris 
broke down {and for the same rea- 
sons. In Geneva as at Paris, the 
little nations Were ranged against 
the big, the big against each other, 
the victors against the vanquished. 
The effort to build a barrier against 
war was blocked by the coinciding 
efforts of the several netions to 
shape that barrier te eir own 
peculiar necessities. And the 
shape thus given was of little real 
concern to the United States. But 
notwithstanding the manifest fail- 
ur performance, resulting from 
the adfort to follow an impossible

Import Merchant Tells 

( of Actual Business Con- 
ditioris in Germany at 
the Présent Time. 


A letter received the past week by 
C. W. McClure, of the McClure 
Ten Cent company, from Hans En- 


dres, ew importer now in Germany, 
with whom heh as had business re- 
lations for many years, gives a 
@iloomy and graphic statement of 
conditions there at this time. The 
letter, which was written from Ber- 
lin November 16, says in part: 

“You ask how conditions are here. 
I will tell you my side of the story. 

“I have come to this country for 
the past thirty years every year 
for four or six months. Just as soon 
as Germany gave up the monarchy 
and exchang same for what the 
(7ermans considered the only thing, 
socjalism, it also did away with 
order, promptness, reliability and 
many other good qualities you could 
always find here, Today you find 
a different Germany: the socialists, 
whom most of the Germans looked 
upon as gods, that promised the 
people the heaven and stars if put 
into power, are proving absolute- 
ly helpless and unable to govern 
the nation of sixty-five millions of 
mostly intelligent people. 

“The case is that Germany Is not 
and never will be ripe for a real 
republic, until a man of high ability 
and standing will get at its head 
and rule with an iron hand, same 
as William did, because these people 
are not used to anything different, 
and will not be fully satisfied until 
they gwet the government they want. 

“Don’t be afraid, you will not see 
any more Hohenzollerns or any oth- 
er crowned or cracked heads but 
the Germans will not be ruled by 
a man like Ebert and must have 
someone they can look up to—a su- 
perior Jike Bismarck. 

“I think the present rovernment 
will not be a lasting one, but the 
next one will be far from a mon- 
archy.: At present things are ab- 
solutely bad and cannot cont!nue 
for any great length of time. The 
finances are almost ridiculous, but 
no one seems to know how to change 
the conditions. The paper money 
printing presses are working dav 
and nieht and producine bills of 
no value whatsoever. No security 
for anything, a man may have 10f.- 
000 or 500,000 marks worth of this 
rubbish—it is not worth anythnig 
consequently, the low standard of 
the mark, 

Necessities Unobtainable. 

“Many raw materials sti come 
from foreign countries and at the 
present value to lay down, are enor- 
mously high, consequently the high 
prices. Butter sugar, milk, fats, 
are not to be had at all. Meats are 
terribly high. For us fellows with 
dollars they look cheap, but for the 
poor German people they are prac- 
tically unobtainable. Coal not to 
be had, conseuently the high prices 
of bisue heads, bisque babes, toy 
teasets and china.

MANUAL IS ISSUED 


W. F. Moore, of New York, the

Several changes have been made 
in the method of rating glass on up- 
per floors. Heretofore plates of 
great length were insured for the 
same rate-as their medium size win- 
dow plates,( although it is obvious 
that in cases of plates of flat car 
sizes special staging had to be 
erected at great cost and the com- 
panies never received any propor- 
tionate increases on that cownt. 

One of the most striking features 
will be the increased charges on 
door plates wherever located. The 
slamming and breaking of doors is 
one of the main contributing fac- 
tors in the loss column. 

Interior glass, except showcases, 
and doors, is half the book figures 
instead of once. Doorlights have 
been in¢reased to twice the book 
figures instead of once. The rate on 
table, desk and: counter tops has 
also been increased. These classes 
of risks have always been undersir- 
able. The rate on sheet glass has 
been increased... This kind of glass 
is almost as expensive as plate 
and breaks much more frequently. 
Special ratines have been provided 
for office buildings. 


Life Writers Plan Drive. 


D. Wright Mead, chairman of the 
committee on publicity, thrift and 
welfare of the National Association 
of Life Underwriters, has announc- 
ed plans for an extensive propagan- 
da campaign to be carried on in the 
United States on behalf of life in- 
surance. A fund amounting to: sev- 
eral million dollars is to be raised 
and will be used for national ad- 
vertising. 

In order to get this sum, insurance 
agents will probably be asked to pay 
five cents on each $1,000 of insur- 
ance written by them, but the meth- 
od of raising the necessary sum has 
not yet been definitely decided upon. 
A further levy of 25 cents on the

The New Georgia Workmen’s 
Compensation Act 


By ROBERT 8S. PARKER

ARTICLE NO. 2. 

The Georgia workmen's cempen- 
sation law substitutes ‘for the com- 
mon law of master and servant a 
system which, without regard to 
questions of negligence, provides for 
partial, prompt and definite relief 
for ail workmen injured in indus- 
try, which relief is based upon a 
fixed percentage of the employee's 
earnings. 

At commog law, there is no liabil- 
ity on the part of the employer or 
master to compensate an injured 
employee unless such injury be 
caused by the master’s negligence, 
or by the failure of the master to 
furnish a safe place in which the 
employee is to work. But even in 
cases where the master is negligent, 
there is no liability at common law 
if the servant was also negligent, 
and if such hegligence on the part 
of the servant materially contribut- 
ed to the injury. Thus, if an em- 
ployee knowingly uses a defective 
tool or machine, although it was 
provided for him to work with, he 
could not recover for an injury 
occasioned by such defect, because 
the law puts upon him the conse- 
quences of knowingly using a de- 
fective appliance. . If, furthermore, 
the injury is occasioned by the act 
of a fellow servant, the master is 
not liable.) Where the injury is the 
result of a risk incident to the em- 
ployment, the employee is deemed 
in law to have assumed such risk 
as a@ part of the contract of em- 
ployment, and, therefore, the em- 
Ployer in such case is not liable 
in damages. 

These rules of the common law 
bear the ancient sanction of im- 
memorial usage, but according to 
modern:thought they are _ harsh. 
Tested strictly by common law prin- 
ciples, probably not one man in 
twenty injured in induStrial acci- 
dents is entitled to damages. In a 
court of law, however, the rights 
of th arties often turn upon con- 
siderati of fact, and in such cases 
it is for “the jury to determine 
whether or “hot the employer has 
been negligent and whether or not 
the empl#%ef’s negligence was the 
proximate cause of the injury, The 
jury, probably actuated by an in- 
stinctive sense of the harshness of 
the common law, usually shows a 
tendency to find in favor of the 
plaintiff, even in cases where the 
preponderance of the evidence is 
the other way. The system of giv- 
ing damages through the verdict of 
a jury in actionable master and 
servant cases: brought at common 
‘aw has never proven wholly satis- 
factory either to the employer or 
to the employee.

The above is not 
system. Certainly 
the courts is intended. Our courts 
must, however, share along wh 
all other human institutions the ne- 
cessary imperfections which attach 
to any practical system for the ad- 
ministration of justice. Many other 
legitimate criticisms might be di- 
rected at the system furnished by 
the common law for relief in negli- 
gence cases brought by the servant 
against the master. 

As a substitute for the common 
law system, workmen’s compensa- 
tion laws have developed in all but 
five states. Under such compensa- 
tion laws, except in cases where the 
employee has violated the master’s 
positive instructions, or has been 
guilty of some act of gross or de- 
liberate negligence, he is entitled to 
compensation amounting to one-half 
his average weekly wages, within 
the limitations fixed by the act, for 
a definite period of time, wuenever 
disabled through an injury arising 
out of or in the course of employ- 
ment. In the next succeeding ar- 
ticle the compensation scale will 
be discussed. 

Receiving only one-half of his 
average weekly loss, and never in 
excess of $12 per week, the em- 
ployee may be said to be only par- 
tially compensated in cases of in- 
jury, but the scheme of the whole 
law is an equitable compromise. The 
prompt and definite nature of the 
compensation outweighs in advan- 
tages a larger payment at the end 
of the law, even in cases where ac- 
tionable negligence may exist. 
Whenever an employee is injured, 
he knows exactly what he is to ge 
and when he is to get it. The whole 
payment is net to him. Heis spared 
the expense of a trial and the hsgd- 
ships of the waiting period while 
the case ts being finally determined 
in court. 

The employer also gains distinct 
advantages. When he pays the 
premium for his insurance against 
liability for compensation his total 
outlay for industrial accidents is 
ended. He can then eliminate from

Better Alans Necessary. 

With these facts in mind, it seems 
that the only solution of the present 
dilemma lies in the planning and 
design of buildings. In other words, 
the first things the owner contem- 
plating building should do {s to en- 
gare a firm of engineers or achi- 
tects, to design his work, in whom 
he can place absolute’ confidence. 
This confidence should be based on 
his actual knowledge of their ex- 
perience and qualifications to handle 
each and every purt makine up the 
completed structure, the fundamen- 
tal idea being to obtain good design 
coupled with economy in every part 
of the work. For example, it would 
be poor desten to make a verv eco- 
nomical architectural layout for a 
bnildine and then waste much more 
than the saving so effected by hav- 
ing the structural frame of the 
huilding so designed ds to be waste- 
ful of materials and -costly_ to 
erect, but entirely to the designer's 
lack of knowledge of practical con- 
striction.

BANKING SERVICE FOR FOREIGN TRADE. 


Today there are probality 20,000 , 


firms of merchants or, manufactur- 
ers in the United States that hav. 
a direct interest in our internation- 
al trade relations. Furthermore, the 
passage of the federal reserve act, 
under the terms of which American 
banks could esetabligsh branches 
abroad, has led to a vast extension 
of our direct ‘foreign financial in- 
terests, and there are now branches 
of our banks in a score of foreign 
countries. Our export trade and our 
merchant marine have both grown 
to great proportions and, today, the 
current political and economic con- 
Ccitions in other countries have a 
very real relation to the welfare of 
our country, and innumerable puz- 
zling questions about trade and 
finance are- arising daily to which 
answers are sought, It is especial- 
ly important that every phase of 
trade and financial development 
abroad should be reported promptly 
to those responsible for the conduct 
of the great aige yp ar banks. Ia 
order to solve the oblem of ob- 
taining this information day by day, 
many of these institutions have 
found it necessary to organize es- 
‘pecially equipped service branches 
charged with this task, as it is im- 
possible for the harassed and over- 
worked officers to devote to it the 
study and attention required by this 
duty. 

& typical example of the develop- 
ment of this branch of banking 
service is the foreign trade bureau 
of the Guaranty Trust company, and 
the range of its activities disclosed 
plainly the character and scope of 
the present demand by -the banks 
and the public for accurate and up- 
to-date service in this field. This 
bureau draws on the valuable 
sources of information available to 
it in every country, through the 
branches and bankin correspond- 
ents of the Guaranty Trust company 
jiself, whose direct relations are 
world-wide in extents It receives a 
{lood of material from official pub- 
lications of foreign countries, from 
our own government and from for-

magazines, reports of foreign trade 
organizations, and from American 
chambers of commerce in commer- 
cial centers overseas. It maintains 
close reiations with foreign consu- 
lar officers stationed in New -York 
and with merchants trading in ex- 
port and import commodities of ev- 
ery class and with every market. 
Strangers from foreign countries 
are constantly visiting the office, 
each contributing his quota of spe- 
cific news or point of view about 
conditions in his home country. 
Information Available. 

As scores of foreign papers and 
documents are currently studied, the 
research assistants employed in the 
bureau must, of course, be quali- 
tied to read languages other than 
English and, in fact, knowledge of 
eight or ten languages is available, 

In the background of this work 
there is a richly equipped commer- 
cial library and there are also elab- 
orate files packed with records of 
every sort that might at any: time 
ecntribute to accurate judgment of 
conditions abroad. These records 
are. classified by country or city, 
by commodities entering into for- 
eign trade, by firm names of pos- 
sible buyers or sellers of any class 
ot products and in any trade center 
at home and abroad. They include 
copies of foreign tariffs and trade 
and banking laws, information on 
commercial and banking practices, 
credit terms, facts, about transpor- 
tation and innumerable details about 
industr:es and agricultural develop- 
ment in every part of the world. 

In fact, the ideal of the office is 
to be prepared to answer any ques- 
tion in the field of foreign trade or 
international banking that can be 
answered through the intelligeng 
collection and digesting of infor- 
mation available from any source 
and through the employment of a 
personnel especially trained = and 
with experience which should qual- 
ify them for the task of kéeping 
fully informed on these subjects. In 
actual practice, it is found that this 
purpose 18 fulfilled to a degree that 
is at times surprising and gratify- 
ing to those charged with the de- 
velopment of this service. The in- 
quiries received in connection with 
the work of the bank itself or which 
are submitted by its clients, cover 
an extraordinary range, but it is 
rare that some adequate or helpful 
reply cannot be made to the ques- 
tions propounded, and often it is 
possible to give to the inquirer a 
report that covers very fully the 
matters in which he is interested. 
Making such reports in the form of 
research manuscripts is a daily rou- 
tine in the bureau, in addition to the 
information that is given through 
personal ihterviews with clients or 
by letter in response to incoming 
correspondence. 

Credits and Exchange. 

Every fortnight, also, a carefully 
edited compilation of specffic and 
practical foreigfi trade facts, chosen 
from the great volume of material 
that has passed under the eyes of 
the research assistants ofthe bu- 
reau, is published in a convenient 
bulletin and distributed to an ex- 
tensive mailing list. This places at 
the service of a large number of 


' merchants and manufacturers the 


: 


benefit of the careful survey of the 
world conditions that has been made 
from day to day hy the corps of 
trained observers a Service that few 
private firms would find it practic- 
able or possible to estabjish. 
Another branch of foreign trade 
service that contributes materially 
to the value of the bank’s foreign 
trade promotion work is the foreign 
credit division in which information 
as to the moral and financial] stand- 
ing of purchasers abroad is cur- 
rently compiled. An increasing in- 
terest in the possibilities of giving 
credit in foreign countres is to be 
noted as a result of the present ex- 
change condition and the desire of 
many American exporters. to create

If it be true that it is built over an ancient cemetery, it is more 
than possible that in the excavations will be found far more ancient 
remains than are now expected, shedding light upon life in Pales- 
tine prior to the birth of Jesus, and possibly as far back as the 
time of Joshua, when Israel first entered the Promised Land to take 
possession thereof. ' 

If chronicles of Herod Antipas are found there may also be re* 
corded some incident connected with the death of John the Baptist 
or some other martyr of those early days. 

But much more is certain to be found bearing upon the early 
history of the Jews after the destruction of the Temple (70 of the 
Christian Era). : 

Here, in the third century, the rabbis and scholars began to 
write down the great body of traditional law, known as the Mishna, 
which had grown up side by side with the Scripture or written law. 
It had heretofore been transmitted orally.from teachers to pupils, 
but now the necessity of reducing this great law to writing was 
recognized and the work was begun. There was also a traditional 
commentary or explanation of the traditional law, current in the 
Rabbinical schools, and no sooner was the traditional law set down 
in writing than a demand made itself felt for writing down the 
discussions on this law as well. The traditional law and discus- 
sions together go to make up the great work popularly known as 
the Talmud, and it was at Tiberias that the Talmud of Palestine 
(erroneously spoken of as the Jerusalem Talmud) began to take 
form, and was completed by the close of the sixth century. The 
Mishna had been finished in the third century under the leadership 
of Rabbi Jehudah Hakkodesh (the Holy). This was of tremendous 
‘mportance for the preservation of Jewish learning, for in it were 
the developments of the written law, and all the great mass of 
Rabbinical decisions which had helped to keep Judaisnr in touch 
with changing conditions, and’ at the same time faithful to its 
Scriptural laws. 

But even more important than these manuscripts of the Talmud 
and Mishna are other manuscripts which very probably will be 
brought to light. What about manuscripts of the Bible itself, of

F you looked through the files of old maga- 

zines for the first years of the present 

century you would find, sandwiched in 
between the stories of Richard Harding 
Davis and Frank Norris and others long 
since dead, the work of one Jeffrey Curtain:

After reading them you would yawn and 
put the number back in the files and perhaps 
if you were in some library reading room you 
would decide that by way of variety you 
would look at a newspaper of the period and 
see whether the Japs had taken Port Arthur. 
But if by any chance the newspaper you had 
chosen was the right one and had crackled 
open at the theatrical page your eyes would 
have been arrested and held and for at least 
@ minute you would have forgotten Port 
Arthur as quickly as you forgot Chateau 
Thierry. For you would, by this fortunate 
chance, be looking at the portrait of an ex- 
quisitely beautiful woman. 

Those were the days of Florodora and of 
sextets, of pinched in waists and blown out 
sleeves, of almost bustles and absolute ballet 
skirts, but here, without doubt, disguised as 
she might be by thé unaccustomed stiffness 
and old fashion of her costume, was a but- 
terfly of butterflies. Here was the gayety of 
the period—the soft wine of eyes, the songs 
that flurried hearts, the toasts and the bou- 
quets, the dances and the dinners. Here was 


a Venus of the hansom cab, the Gibson Birlds 


in her glorious prime. Here was... . 
here was, you find by looking at the 
name beneath, one Roxanne Milbank, who 
had been chorus girl and understudy in “ The 
q@™aisy Chain,” but who, by reason of an ex- 
mance, when the star was in- 
disposed, gained a leading part.
